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Cease-Fire Ignored; 
Amman Battle Rages

They said many 
houses were destroyed. 
The guerrillas said soldiers in 
IO scout cars attacked the head­ 
quarters of the Popular Demo­ 
cratic Front, a radical guerrilla 
organization, but that they were 
repelled and four of the cars 
were destroyed.

Charles Weltner, Torres’ civil­ 
ian lawyer, said the complaint 
was filed through military chan­ 
nels and forwarded to Army 
Secretary Stanley P Resor.

nflicting 
needless 
injuries

An Army spokesman said the 
charge was believed to be un­ 
precedented. Maximum penalty 
for conviction on such a charge 
is three months confinement at 
hard labor and forfeiture of

Weltner disclosed the action 
against Westmoreland at anoth­ 
er in a series of pretrial hear­ 
ings for Torres.

Death Threat? 


The International Hotel 
hit by small arms fire, 
guerrillas and soldiers battled 
for an adjacent building. No one 
in the hotel was hurt, but one 
round knocked out the building’s 
water system, flooding the lob­ 
by and downstairs offices. The 
guests, including more than 12 
women and children freed from 
two airliners hijacked Sunday, 
spent the night on mattresses in 
the downstairs night club and in 
hallways. 
Newsmen on the first floor of 
the hotel saw plumes of dark 
smoke over several points in the 
city, which is built on seven 
hills. 
Guerrillas in Beirut said fight­ 
ing also continued today in the 
Jordanian cities of Irbid and 
Jarash, north of Amman. They 
said the guerrillas controlled Ir­ 
bid, 
Jordan’s 
second 
largest 
city, and were trying to take an 
army garrison a few miles out­ 
side town. 
Most of the 12,000 Iraqi forces 
stationed in Jordan are based 
near Irbid, 45 miles north of the 
capital. The Iraqis have threat­ 
ened to intervene in the fighting 
on the side of the guerrillas, but 
sources in Beirut said Iraqi offi­ 
cers were trying to arrange a 
cease-fire.

Vs. Hijackers 


DALLAS (AP) — The Airline 
Passengers Association, repre­ 
senting 22,000 airline travelers 
throughout the world, appealed 
to President Nixon Wednesday 
to order an international confer­ 
ence on air piracy. 
The telegram to the White 
House from the Dallas - based 
group said: 
“Years ago our country was 
instrumental, with the coopera­ 
tion of other nations, in elimi­ 
nating sea piracy. Similarly, 
we believe that air piracy can 
and must be stopped and dras­ 
tic steps are needed. 
“We 
therefore 
recommend 
and urgently request that you 
call an international agreement 
governing air piracy. The Air­ 
line Passengers Association be­ 
lieves sanctions must be taken 
again in countries which refuse 
to sign such an agreement. Air­ 
lines cannot survive if piracy 
continues. If we are to hfeve air 
service we must have air pro­ 
tection.” 
Jack Cox, president of the 
group, said: “Let’s not lose a 
plane loaded with people before 
we take action.” 
Cox said it may be difficult 
to get an agreement with coun­ 
tries like Cuba. 
“If the Soviet Union says Cas­ 
tro should sign, he’ll sign. And 
think the Soviet Union can see 
the need for such an interna­ 
tional agreement,” he said. 
The group began distribution 
Wednesday of a 32-page report 
drawn from its July conference 
at which hijacking problems 
were studied. 
Among the points recommend­ 
ed by three study groups were: 
tightening of rules governing 
carry-on baggage, accelerated 
use of detector systems, uni­ 
form international procedures, 
prosecution or return of hijack­ 
ers to the country where the 
crime occurred.

Blowup Threatened 
The hijackers had threatened 
to blow up at least two of the 
planes by IO p. rn. EDT Wednes­ 
day unless seven of their com­ 
rades under arrest in Britain, 
West Germany and Switzerland 
were released. West Germany 
and Switzerland agreed to free 
the six commandos they are 
holding, but the British govern­ 
ment so far has balked at 
freeing a woman it holds.

the planes and passengers who 
are not Israelis would be re­ 
leased when the seven Arabs ar­ 
rive in Amman.

RR Strike Delay 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nego­ 
tiators for the railroad industry 
and four AFL-CIO unions con­ 
tinued their wage talks after the 
unions postponed today’s nation­ 
wide strike deadline for five 
days at government request. 
Assistant Secretary of Labor 
W. J. Usery urged both sides to 
use the delay for hard bargain­ 
ing toward a peaceful settle­ 
ment that would avert govern­ 
ment intervention to halt any 
crippling strike. 
“This is in the best interests 
of the unions, their members, 
the railroads and the nation as a 
whole,” Usery said of the post­ 
ponement and the chance to 
bargain for an agreement cov­ 
ering the 500,000 workers in­ 
volved. 
The 
strike 
deadline 
was 
moved from 12:01 a.m. today to 
12:01 a.m. Monday. Usery said 
the request for the postpone­ 
ment was made after consulta­ 
tion among federal agencies in­ 
cluding the White House. 
President Nixon still could de­ 
lay any strike for 60 days under 
emergency procedures of the 
Railway Labor Act, but Usery 
said the government prefers to 
see a voluntary settlement. 
Usery added, however, the 
dispute was still a long way 
from settled and the unions had 
emphasized they would grant no

Guerrillas are demanding the 
release of Arab terrorists held 
in Switzerland, Germany and 
England, and discussions are 
being carried on through the In­ 
ternational Red Cross. 


More U.S. Jets 
Going To Israel?

For Recreation: 
Delta Challenged To 
Use It Or Lose It

The people of the State of 
Michigan three years ago ap­ 
proved a multi-million dollar 
bond issue that 
included $30 
million for recreation projects. 
Delta County’s share of the 
recreation bond fund is $131,- 
361. 
The deadline 
on acceptable 
project applications is April I, 
1971, and unless there is more 
action on the part of local gov­ 
ernmental units than has been 
demonstrated so far, much or 
all of the funds will be lost 
to the people of Delta County. 
County Project 
There are two possible ap­ 
proaches 
to 
the recreational 
project development program: 
1—Each of the townships and 
the two cities in Delta County 
may try to formulate project 
applications 
that 
will 
meet 
standards for approval. 
2—Cooperatively at tile Del­ 
ta Couhty level the 14 town­ 
ships and two cities might set­ 
tle for one major project that 
would meet the state require­ 
ments—and serve the best in­ 
terest of the largest number 
of people. 
The Department of 
Natural 
Resources, 
charged 
with the 
administration of the recrea­ 
tion bond fund under the state 
statute, notes that 
the 
plan 
shall include: 
State Standards 
Inventory of existing facili­ 
ties; determination of deficien­ 
cies; statement of local objec­ 
tives; proposals for future ex­ 
pansion; basis for action pro­ 
posals; 
and 
assignment of 
priorities. 
Projects provide for indoor 
and outdoor multi-use facili­ 
ties that will will serve large 
numbers of people on a neigh­ 
borhood and community basis. 
Particular emphasis will be 
given 
to 
providing 
facilities 
and recreational opportunities 
for those living in low income 
and densely populated 
com­ 
munities with a marked defici­ 
ency of recreation facilities and 
areas.

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Air Piracy 


The newspaper headlines read “hijack” but 
a better term for the recent series of jet thefts 
might be “blackmail.” 
Until recently, airline hijackings had been 
limited. Someone wanted to go to Cuba. So they 
hijacked an airline for a free ride. 
But the events of the past week have added 
a new element to the growing problem facing 
nations of the world and airline companies. No 
longer is it sufficient to steal an airplane, dis­ 
rupting the lives of dozens of passengers and 
countless others on the ground. Now the Popu­ 
lar Liberation Front for the Liberation of Pal­ 
estine has gotten into the act — apparently 
’stealing a page from the guerrilla book of Latin 
; America where people have been kidnapped 
;for the same purpose — and is demanding com­ 
pensation in the form of release of prisoners 
for the return of the airliner and its passengers. 
Destruction of a Pan American Airlines 
.“jumbo jet” at a cost of some $20 million was 
a side effect of one of the weekend incidents.

The news wire services disclosed Wednesday 
that President Richard Nixon and J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the FBI, had conferred over 
the problem and on possible legislation to deal 
with it. The United States Security Council was 
called into session. 
But the problem is not easily solved. 
American airline companies have developed 
certain electronic scanning devices which have 
been put into use at some airports to improve 
security. But the devices obviously are not IOO 
percent effective. 
And even if they were practically foolproof 
and could be installed at every international air­ 
port to screen every passenger before boarding 
a jetliner, how many pilots and crews would be 
willing to risk the lives of a hundred or more 
passengers by challenging a would-be hijacker 
while flying thousands of feet above the earth? 
Not very many.

The answer has to rest with the develop­ 
ment of multi-nation treaties providing for ex­ 
tradiction or prosecution of hijackers. Or the 
answer could rest with some form of Interna­ 
tional security force at all international airports 
or airfield capable of handling transcontinental 
airliners. 
Tf a would-be hijacker was aware that he 
would be subject to extradition and prosecu­ 
tion under air piracy and kidnap laws of the 
country of origin no matter -where the airliner 
landed he might think twice before proceeding 
with his plan. 
And if that requires military action against 
guerrilla-held airfields like Dawsons* airfield in 
north Jordan, then perhaps a United Nations 
force should be dispatched as soon as the safety 
of the present hostages is guaranteed. 
Failure to arrive at some sensible solution 
could spell the end or severe limitations to in­ 
ternational air travel. 


Ruling Needed 
Concurring in the Memphis school desegre­ 
gation case last March, Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger said the Supreme Court has a duty to 
resolve the questions of whether racial balance 
is required in public schools and whether busing 
as a desegregation device is. legal. 
He added “as soon as possible.” 
The Supreme Court had such an opportunity 
in the subsequent appeal of the Charlotte, N. C.t 
desegregation case, but it chose instead to go 
on vacation without first providing school dis­ 
tricts, North and South, with an authoritative 
definition of desegregation or an indication of 
what methods are acceptable for achieving it. 
As school opens this legal confusion persists. 
The one legal certainty is that a “unitary” 
system is required in those instances in which 
school districts operate “dual” systems designed 
for children of different races. The problem is 
that no one really knows what “unitary” means. 
There are nearly as many interpretations of it 
as there are lower court decisions on the subject. 
. 
Confusion is compounded by the fact that 
some federal courts have designed racial bal­ 
ance plans which rely on massive busing of school 
children, in apparent violation of the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act, while other courts have declined to 
order such drastic action. 
Any school district viewing the current 
state of desegregation case law and attempting 
to formulate its own plans in accordance with 
the law cannot help but be confused. 
That is why Chief Justice Burger called 
upon his colleagues to resolve these issues and 
-why the court should do so at the earliest possi­ 
ble date. Desegregation is a painful and difficult 
process. Unless handled properly, it can also be 
a highly emotional and disruptive one. 
A determination by the Supreme Court of 
what the Constitution requires and what it 
does not, putting an end to confusion generated 
by the lower courts, would do much to insure 
that whatever changes may be necessary are 
accomplished in an orderly, peaceful manner.

TORPEDOED! 
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Must Businesses Have 
'Social Responsibility?'

MUNICH—Professor 
Milton 
Friedman of the University of 
Chicago, whose advice is eag­ 
erly 
sought 
in 
Washington 
even though it is not always 
followed, is one of those re­ 
freshing characters who are 
willing to stick their necks out 
on any occasion. 
He horrified some 
of his 
conservative friends when he 
proposed the “negative income 
tax,” 
an idea which, to his 
own 
discomfiture, 
has 
been 
perverted to form the Nixon 
Administration’s 
inflationary 
“family assistance” plan. 
Now Friedman is taking on 
the Henry Ford lls among our 
businessmen who, in their de­ 
sire to be “progressive,” speak 
of the “social responsibilities 
of business.” 
In a controversial speech at 
the opening session of the Mont 
Pelerin society of international 
economists Friedman accused 
business executives who spend 
their stockholders’ money for 
social purposes of harming the 
foundations of the free society. 
They were, he said, assuming 
the power to impose taxes on 
stockholders, 
customers 
and 
employees, 
which is clearly 
the function of the politician, 
not the corporate executive. 
Put this way, there can be 
no argument about it. 
The 
executive is supposed to be the 
•gent who serves the interests 
of his principal, 
and if this 
principal, 
or 
any 
portion 
thereof, prefers profits to the 
exercise of corporate chanty 
at the stockholders’ and wage 
earners’ expense, then the exe­ 
cutive is obviously betraying 
his trust. 
The Friedman thesis is that 
the “socially conscious” exe­ 
cutive is setting himself up as 
a civil servant even though he 
remains in name an employee 
of a private enterprise. It is no 
sin to be a civil servant, but if 
one is to impose taxes 
and 
make expenditures for “social 
objectives,” then, so Friedman 
says, “political machinery must 
be set up to guide the assess­ 
m ent of taxes and to determine 
through a political process the 
objectives to be served.”

The company executive who 
decides to put up a plant in a 
slum, or who makes a general 
commitment to improve the ir?- 
vironment, may be inspired by 
noble motives, but actually he 
may be playing a subversive 
role that will undermine the 
system by which he lives. 
This is hard doctrine to take, 
and Friedm an himself is a lit­ 
tle appalled at his own ana­ 
lytical rigor. 
“It would be inconsistent of 
me,” he said, “to call on cor­ 
porate executives to 
refrain 
from this hypocritical window- 
dressing because it harms the 
foundations of a free society. 
That would be to call on them 
to exercise a ’social responsi­ 
bility’! If our institutions, and 
the 
attitudes of 
the public 
make it in their self-interest to 
cloak their actions in this way, 
I cannot summon much indig­ 
nation to denounce them.” 
Even so, Friedman went on 
to say that “there is only one 
social responsibility of busi­ 
ness—to use its resources and 
engage in activities designed to 
increase its profits so long as 
it stays within the rules of the 
game, which is to say, engages 


in open and free competition, 
without deception or fraud.”

In defense of the “socially 
conscious” 
corporate 
execu­ 
tives whom Friedm an criticizes 
it might be argued that they 
are responsible to the stock­ 
holders for preserving a psy­ 
chological 
environment 
that 
will enable business to func­ 
tion without incurring the de­ 
structive and possibly revolu­ 
tionary wrath of the mob. 
Who knows, the corporation 
that appears to be “soulless” 
may be inviting a visitation 
from “Nader’s raiders,” or even 
from 
a 
group 
of 
nihilistic 
Weathermen who are adept in 
the art of planting bombs. No 
businessman, it can be plaus­ 
ibly alleged, can afford, in ihe 
contemporary 
anti - business 
climate, to neglect his public 
relations, even if it involves 
losing money by hiring the in­ 
competent. 
Nevertheless, we have come 
to a strange pass when cor­ 
porations, to serve their own 
“image,” are expected to act 
the Good Samaritan. That, as 
Friedman says, should be left 
to the individual, whether he 
invests in a corporation, or is 
paid by it, or buys its products. 
Friedman has posed a prob­ 
lem that needs much more 
clarification 
than 
has 
been 
brought to it, and in so doing 
he has fulfilled his own so­ 
cial responsibility. 
Uniform Pollution 
Standards Eyed For 
Great Lakes Areas 


TORONTO (AP) — Environ­ 
mental 
experts 
recommended 
Wednesday that the Internation­ 
al Joint Com mas saom be given 
power to order uniform pollu­ 
tion standards for states and 
provinces surrounding the great 
lakes. 
The proposals will be submit­ 
ted to the governors of the 
states and premiers of the prov­ 
inces Thursday. 
George Kerr, Ontario’s minis­ 
ter of energy and resources and 
chairman of the first day ses­ 
sion of the two-day Great Lakes 
Environmental conference, told 
a news conference that delegates 
gave majority support 
to 
the 
proposal. 
Attending are delegatee from 
Ontario, Quebec, Manitoba, Illi­ 
nois, Indiana, Michigan, Minne­ 
sota, New York, Ohio, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Wisconsin.

There are hands where you 
can be sure of making the con­ 
tract from the word go, and 
there are others where the out­ 
come is in doubt because the 
result depends on how the de­ 
fenders’ cards are divided.

doubt, but can actually be guar­ 
anteed with correct play. Here 
is a hand from that family. 
South was in three notrump 
and West led a heart. Declarer 
ducked in dummy and East won 
w ith the king. East saw no fu­ 
ture in a heart continuation, 
since South was marked with 
the guarded queen, so he shifted 
to the seven of clubs. 
The club shift proved to be a 
m ortal blow. The jack lost to 
the king and West’s club return 
forced out the ace. When West 
later got on lead with a dia­ 
mond, he played another club. 
The upshot was that South fin­ 
ished down two — 200 points. 
The fact is that this was one 
of those hands where declarer 
could not be beaten — unless he 
beat himself. South made the 
mistake of ducking the heart 
lead and thereby dug his own 
grave. 
Had he played the ace of 
hearts at trick one — as he 
should have — nothing could 
have stopped him. At trick two 
he leads the jack of diamonds, 
planning to finesse. (The jack 
is led to cover the possibility of 
East’s having the K-10-7.) 
If the finesse loses, West is 
on lead and cannot stop South 
from scoring his nine m ade-to- 
order tricks. 
It is true that in most hands 
declarer would play low from 
dummy with this combination 
in hearts. But here, where a 
duck jeopardizes the contract— 
while rising with the ace in­ 
sures it — South has no real 
choice but to go up.

gress’ mandate to find ways to 
control obscenity. 
“The commission, under the 
guidance of its chairman, its ex­ 
ecutive director and staff,” he 
charged,

ignored 
this intent of Congress and did 
produce

document 
which 
made a sham of the Congress’ 
national concern involving traf­ 
fic in obscenity and pornogra­ 
phy.” 
He charged the recommenda­ 
tion to repeal pornography laws 
is illegal because Congress gave 
the commission no such power 
when it created it three years 
ago.

Wednesday night and lifted a 
three-month siege of the provin­ 
cial capital 80 miles north of 
Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
command announced. 
A spokesman said that one 
Cambodian soldier was killed in 
the lightly contested drive up 
the Stung Sen River by a col­ 
umn of boats more than a mile 
and a half long. The column, 
which included gunboats with 
cannon, reached the provincial 
capital after a • two-day opera­ 
tion that began on tile shores of 
Cambodia’s huge lake, Tonle 
Sap, the spokesman said. 
Western 
m ilitary 
experts 
were puzzled by the ease with 
which the siege was reported 
broken, considering that most of 
the North Vietnamese 20th Divi­ 
sion is reported still in the 
immediate area. 
One source suggested that the 
North Vietnamese might be lay­ 
ing an elgborate trap. Another 
theory was that the Cambodian 
relief force 
would 
withdraw, 
and the North Vietnamese could 
again encircle Kompong Thom 
without serious casualties.

Stung Sen who have been under 
Communist control for months 
waved and cheered as the am­ 
phibious column moved along 
the river. 
The column brought in large 
amounts of supplies for the de­ 
fenders of Kompong Thom and 
the population. The town has 
been surrounded, cut off from 
all land and w ater communica­ 
tion, for three months. The de­ 
fenders at one point were so 
hungry they raided the city’s 
zoo and ate some of the ani­ 
mals.

Ban Ignored: Food Containing 
Cyclamate Still On Store Shelves 


By G. DAVID WALLACE 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Prod­ 
ucts containing cyclamates, the 
artificial sweetener banned by 
the government as a possible 
source of cancer, still dot the 
shelves of the nation’s food 
stores one week after they were 
supposed to be cleared off. 
An Associated Press survey of 
supermarkets, 
neighborhood 
stores and health food stores in 
eight cities across the country 
turned up products containing 
cyclamates in 21 of the 36 stores 
checked. 
Claim Oversight 
Mosit managers of (the stores 
said the presence of the prod­ 
ucts, banned as of Sept. I, was 
an oversight. Others said they 
md s understood the Food 
and 
Drug Administration order or 
were leaving the products on 
the sheaves until the distributor 
could pick them up. 
The cyclamate-bearing prod­ 
ucts 
found 
included 
canned 
macaroni with beef in tomato 
sauce, fruit drink, imitation ma­ 
ple syrup, gelatin, pudding, fruit 
and nut chocolate bars, jelly, 
pie filling and canned peaches, 
apricots, pears and fruit cock­ 
tail. 
Quality Va ires 
The quantity of such foods in 
each store ranged from one can 
of fruit and a small bottle of or­ 
ange soda in a Boston chain su­ 
permarket to an estimated 16 
dozen cans of fruit in a down­ 
town Washington chain store. 
The survey was taken Tues­ 
day in Boston, New York, Kan­ 
sas City, Chicago, Phoenix, Los 
Angeles, Seattle 
and Washing­ 
ton. 
Two large suburban 
super­ 
markets, a neighborhood store 
and a health food store were 
checked in each city except 
Washington, where eight stores 
were surveyed. 
Officials Satisfied 
Government and industry offi­ 
cials, who were interviewed the 
same day as the survey but be­ 
fore the results were tabulated, 
expressed satisfaction that the 
withdrawal was orderly and ef­ 
fective. 
“Our information ic the indus­ 
try is taking it off the market,” 
said Sam D. Fine, FDA associ­ 
ate commissioner for compli­ 
ance. “This is based on the 
complaints we're getting from 
diabetics who say they can’t get 
their diet foods.” 
Fine said FDA inspectors had 
made no field checks a week 
after the cyclamate ban took ef­ 


fect. He said a check would 
probably be made later, 
al­ 
though FDA officials stressed 
they are relying on the volun­ 
tary compliance of the food in­ 
dustry for withdrawal. 
Notification Lacking 
The biggest food chains—A&P 
and 
Safeway—said 
they 
re­ 
ceived no formal notification of 
the ban from PDA but had told 
their division heads to see the 
foods were cleared. 
An A&P spokesman described 
the withdrawal as apparently 
orderly, and a Safeway spokes­ 
man said "Ais far as we know 
our stores are IOO per cent clean 
of cyclamates as of Sept. I.”

“This cyclamate thing is as con­ 
fusing as the cranberry deal 
was a few years ago,” said a 
9ealttle store manager, recalling 
the FDA’s 1959 discovery that 
some cranberries had been con­ 
taminated by pesticides. 
At a New York City health 
food stores where a half dozen 
candy bars were found, the 
manager’ put the bars 
away, 
then put them back. “I guess 111 
■eave them out until they’re 
gone,” he said. 
Shelves Restocked 
At one downtown Washington 
store which displayed four doz­ 
en cans of fruit with cyclamates 
on Tuesday, the manager said 
he had personally verified a 
week earlier that there were no 
cyclamate 
products 
on 
the 
shelves. He theorized that some­ 
one 
else 
bad restocked the 
shelves as an oversight. 
The manager of a diet food 
store outside Kansas City said 
she understood the ban applied 
onfly to sodium cyclamate, the 
most commonly used af the four 
types of tine sweetener. She had 
left on the shelves products con­ 
taining calcium cyclamate. 
Canners Hurt Most 
The National Canners Asso­ 
ciation, which represents the 
segment of the industry hardest 
hit by the PDA action late last 
month, had estimated the move 
would catch canners wiltlh $30 
million to $35 million of stock. 
Milan D. Smith, assoc iation ex­ 
ecutive vice president, estimat­ 
ed 20 per cent of the stocks were 
on grocery shelves and the re­ 
mainder in warehouses. 
Generally, 
canners 
advised 
retail stones to strip the labels 
from cyclamate products and 
return the labels for cash or 
credit settlements. Disposal of 
the cans was left to grocers. 
The manager of a health food 
chain in Seattle gave away the 
denuded cans to anyone who 
wanted them. 
Export Sales Eyed 
As for the estimated 8 minion 
cases of canned fruit still in 
warehouses, Smith said “We’re 


doing everything we can to find 
export sales where these prod­ 
ucts can be sold legally. We 
think this is all good food and 
would be tragic to be destroyed 
when there’s not a shred of evi­ 
dence it would cause cancer or 
ever has.” 
The 
government 
originally 
banned 
cyclamates 
in 
soft 
drinks as of Jan, I and in most 
canned fruits and other prod­ 
ucts as of Sept. I. The FDA had 
first exempted canned fruits as 
long as they were labeled 
as 
dlrugs, with advice that users

Muskie’s committee, on air 
and water pollution, recently 
sought changes in the Federal 
Clean Air Act, including the re­ 
quirement to set emission stand­ 
ards for 1975 cars 9 per cent 
below emission levels. 
Iacocca said Ford will meet 
the ‘‘very low” emission levels 
proposed last February by the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare for 1975 autos, 
but that the requirements of the 
Muskie subcommittee’s bill are 
‘‘unrealistic for 1975.”
